But the censors held 
it up over the cables for fully six hours before 
they permitted the news to go to the world 
that way. ‘The duty of the consor is admittedly 
most important and arduous, but performed 
without'a proper sense of proportion, it may 
prove a disadvantage to a country rather than 
Jan advantage, especially in these days when it 
Is so important to inform all nations of favour- 
Able developments before the other side can 
[get in its version and distort the facts. 


The First Sinking 

‘The first case of civilians to suffer at sea 
from enemy action is that of the Donaldson 
liner, Athenla, which was torpedoed off the 
Hebrides and ‘sunk with 1400 souls on board. 
What has happened to them has not come to 
hand at the time of writing these lines, but it 
is (o be hoped that many of them will by now 
have been rescued. It Is inevitable that, until 
the convoy system has been brought fully into 
operation, an oceasional ship should be lost in 
this manner, but the experiences of the last 
war conclusively proved that once it is in 
action the chanees of such occurrences will be 
greatly reduced.

It was the same 
reckless policy which ultimately brought the 
United States into the last war, and it may 
confidently be expected that such tactics wil 
do nothing but add fuel to the indignation 
which has already been expressed in the United 
States over the manner in which Herr Hitler 
‘has callously hurled Europe into war. Ineident- 
ally it may be noted that up to the present 
Germany ‘has not adhered to the American 
Proposal that the combatants should refrain 
from bombing anything but purely military ob- 
Jeetives. It has denied ‘wilfully bombing 
civilians, "but there is evidence that in” this 
matter the Germans have not been entirely 
truthful, 




















Routes of Invasion 


‘The general position of the forces invading 
Poland can with some difficulty be ascertained 
by ‘careful comparison of the various com- 
‘muniqués issued in Poland and Germany, Up 
fo the present in addition (o endeavouring 10 
effect a union between the armies operating out 
of Germany, and East Prussia aeross” the 
[Corridor, a column appears to be seeking to 
sdvance from the borders of the latter south: 
ward on Mlawa which is in a direct line to- 
Jwards Warsaw. Probably the deepest invasiot 
which the German forces have steceeded in 
making into Poland is in Silesia where the 
[Germans are reported to have reached Wielun 
fen route for Sieradz, and, if they reach that 
town, they will have penetrated Poland 10 a 
distance of about 35 miles. Until further and 
‘more detailed information comes to hand it 
may be assumed that the Germans will not seek 
to attack the Poles through Slovakia, for that 
would mean fighting for the passes’ over the 
‘Carpathians, and it. scems more than likely 
that the invaders will strike towards Cracow 
ind points further east for the purpose of turn- 
ing the Polish position in the mountains. None 
jof the distances in Poland are very great and 
Wielun, which the Germans claim “to have 
entered is but 120 miles southwest of Warsaw, 
which is even closer to the East Prussian 
border. “There is at present no indications as 
{to where the Poles will commence to make a 
stand, and the fact that the invaders have made 
]some’ progress across the boundaries does not 
necessarily mean that the Poles have been, o 
fare in any danger of being overwhelmed, ‘and 
the chances are that they have not yet -had an 
‘opportunity of coming to grips with the German 
forces. Poland can mobilize an army. which 
[should be able to protect her against German 
invasion once Great Britain, and France have 
entered"the" war, and as inatters stand at 
































resent there does not appear to be any very 
great chance that Germany will be able to 
overrun Poland in short order, before turning 
her attention to the west, The possibility of 
Germany being able successfully ‘to prosecute 
a short, sharp War as Was contemplated against 
Czechoslovakia last year scoms to be remote. 
It will be remembered then that the plan of 
the German army was to strike swiftly at 
Czechoslovakia, and reduce her resistance 
within the space of about two weeks, atter whieh 
it was expected that Germany would then have 
bbeen able fo turn the whole of her attention to 
the Enfente on the western front. It is pos 
sible that the German high command may 
have something of the same idea for dealing 
with her enemies should war become general, 
But there, seems Yo. be no more chance of such 
‘2 campaign proving successful than it was 
believed last year'in the ease of Czechoslovakia. 
Plans such a8 these generally read very well 
fon paper, but the trouble with them is that time 
margins are so small that if the scheme breaks 
down in any particular it completely crumbles, 
There is no real reason why this should not 
rove to be true in this instance, 














Russia is Coy 


The part that Russia in playing in the 
European crisis is now attracting the attention 
of the whole world. It will be remembered 
that, when it was announced that an. none 
aggression paet had been reached ‘between 
Germany and Russia, it was also stated that 
‘one of the terms of the ayreement was that it 
should be immediately ratified by both parties, 
Russia appears to be in no hurry over the 
matter, and the Supreme Soviet whieh was 
summoned after the signing of the pact has 
placed consideration of its ratification last on 
the agenda, which consists, however, of only 
three items, ‘The interesting suggestion has 
been made that Russia is purposely’ delaying 
ratifeation as a means of bringing pressure (0 
bear upon Herr Hitler to retrain from war, and 
if this is indeed the ease then the success whieh 
Der Fushrer gained in obtaining the pact ix 
‘modified by reason of the manner in’ which 
the Soviet apparently contemplates applying tt. 
That view, however, may not be entirely cor 
rect. To sign an agreement with a nation 
which is not at war Is something vastly dif- 
ferent from signing with one which is, and 
though the crisis was actually in being at the 
time the German-Russian understanding was 
reached, the Soviet may very rightly care to 
think twice before Anally committing self to 
‘a nation which may be on the verge of hostilis 
es. ‘True the agreement does not provide for 
any Russian assistance for Germany, but on the 
other hand it does provide that Russia shalt 
abstain from attacking Germany, who is under 
similar obligations towards. Rustia, But. the 
fortunes of war cannot be estimated in advance, 
‘nd it might very well be that the Kremlin 
envisages a situation in which ratification of 
the pact might place her under a very definite 
disadvantage, especially it she were disposed to 
honour it, ‘The Sovict might have an opportu 
lly of delivering a deadly blow to the country 
which after all is the main enemy ofthe 
ideological prineiples which dominate ‘it, and 
as Mf, Stalin has in the past shown himself very

AN OPPORTUNITY 
Aug. 30. 

Until the composition of the new Japanese 
Cabinet has been announced there can only 
be speculation as to exactly how Japan's 
policy in the Far East will be shaped. “It may 
be taken for granted that there will be no 
fundamental change, though there may be 
‘modifications which may prove acceptable to 
all interests concerned. ‘There is, it is re- 
ported, indications available showing a 
‘eater disposition in some Japanese quarters 
(o find some method of bringing an end to 
Sino-Japanese hostilities, and it has been 
suggested that with the’ diminution of the 
influence, of the military radicals, it may be 
that the*older, and wiser generals, together 
With the civilian elements, may consider some 
modification of the terms’ upon which it was 
uriginally stated | Japan was prepared to 
negotiate peace. They have in fact already 
been changed, for while at first the Japanese 
intention was announced of refusing to re~ 
ognize Generalissimo’s Chiang Kai-shek’s 
régime as anything more than a regional and

not a national government, that in later pro- 
nouncements was not so closely adhered to. 
There is the possibility that a peace could be 
negotiated, but one of the main difficulties at 
the moment is to discover exactly how a com- 
mencement could be made. Great Britain 
amongst other nations has announced its 
readiness to mediate should there be some 
prospect of a successful result eventuating, 
and there are doubtless other Governments 
which would be willing to undertake the 
same function providing there were some 
chance of it being brought to a satisfactory 
issue. There is not, however, at the moment 
any Indication that the Chinese National Gov- 
ernment are prepared to do anything else 
than continue the struggle, not, perhaps, with 
any hope of ultimately driving the Japanese 
out of China from a military point of view, 
for it is dificult to see how that could ever 
be brought about, but to prolong the struggle 
until Japanese peace terms underwent even 
more profound modifications than at the 
moment seems likely. Be that as it may 
there is undoubtedly peace in the air, and 
while too much hope should not be placed in 
its coming about in the near future there are 
signs that peace may be nearer now than it 
has been at any time during the past two 
years. 

In another column a Havas telegram re- 
ports the intense interest which is being 
shown in U, S. State Department circles over 
developments in connection with the Japan- 
ese Cabinet crisis, and the possibility of an 
Anglo-French-Japanese rapprochement, as an 
aftermath of the sensational German-Soviet 
non-aggression pact, is being canvassed. It 











*|is apparently believed in Washington that 


the United States would be in a good posi- 
tion to deal with Japan should a moderate 
Cabinet be formed, which would permit of 
the re-establishment of the balance amongst 
foreign interests in the Far East. There is 
it is true a number of outstanding problems 
between the United States, and Japan, which 
Would require discussion,” not the least of 
Which would be the question of the recogni- 
tion of Manchoukuo, and the negotiation of 
a new commercial treaty between the two 
countries. It is admitted that present 
‘Japanese policies are incompatible with those 
of the United States in the Far East, but 
there is general recognition of the fact that 
should Tokyo seek to come to an under- 
standing with Washington, the United States 
could then assume the’ rdle of “honest 
broker” between Tokyo, London, and Paris, 
It may be a little early to indulge in these 
speculations, for they may be falsified by the 
Personnel of the new Japanese Cabinet, but 
the possibility of its adopting a more com- 
ciliatory attitude with regard to the third 
party neutrals in this China Incident opens 
up the prospect of an ultimate all-round 
improvement of conditions in this part of 
the world which even at this carly stage be 
ignored. Washington circles are reported not 
to have hidden the fact that they would 
greet with joy tripartite Anglo-French-Japan- 
ese co-operation in the Far East as a coun- 
terbalance to the Soviet’s reversal of policy 
in Europe. ‘This is all unofficial at the 
moment and may remain so until Japan 
makes some move, but the fact that 
Political observers are inclined to take that 
view, and especially in quarters close to the 
‘State Department, may be taken as indicat- 
ing that any development calculated to bring 
an end of the present tragic state of affairs 
would be welcome. 

It may readily be assumed that, with the 
United States playing the part of the “honest 
broker,” the interests of the Chinese 
National Government would be adequately 
protected, for the Government of that coun- 
try would certainly not agree to any seltle- 
ment which was in the circumstances inequit- 
able so far as China is concerned. It is 
wholly undesirable that the situation in 
this part of the world should be allowed to 
deteriorate any further. That it is as bad as 
it is is largely due to the influences brought 
to bear upon previous Japanese Cabinets, and 
there is a distinct possibility that, should 
‘moderate counsels prevail in the new Minis- 
try, the process of worsening will be arrested, 
and progress commenced towards better 
conditions. It is obvious, or should be to 
any who have followed the course of events 
in China during the past two years, that this 
ruinous struggle must be brought to an end 
as soon as possible, for whichever side gains 
ultimate vietory the cost to it would be so 
great, that between the fortunes of victor 
and Vanquished the margin would be small. 
But so much depends upon Japan. The time 
hhas come for her to review the whole situa- 
tion in the light of the enormous changes 
which have occurred during the past week or 
0, A new Cabinet can very well bring 
about a reorientation of policy, which a re- 
modelled one could not possibly do, and it 
is with the introduction of new blood into 
the Government of Japan that an opportunity 
arises for an amendment of the errors of the 
ast, the removal of much of the bad feeling, 
which has existed between Japan and third 
Party neutrals, and the substitution therefor 
of a completer, and better understanding. It 
is to be belioved that as this view comes to 
be more widely realized, and especially the 
‘excellent opportunity which is being afforded 
‘Japan’ to change her policies, that the dawn 
‘of a better day comes nearer. The tro} 
almost meaningless loss of life with no 
‘apparent or real results should be brought to 
‘an end with the utmost despateh, and that 
is a periectly, morally defensible suggestion. 














WHOSE RESPONSIBILITY ? 
Aug. 31. 

With ‘the precautions, which are being 
take by several nations, apart from those 
immediately involved in the European crisis, 
‘against the outbreak of war, it is impossible 
to avoid the conclusion that the present state 
of affairs has reached a point much beyond 
that which was attained before the Munich 
negotiations prevented the outbreak of war 
over Czechoslovakia. That need not mean 
that war is now to be regarded as inevitable, 
but that there is greater danger of hostilities 
eventuating now than ever before since the 
end of the last war. By now the issues 
have been fairly posed between Germany 
and Italy on the one hand, and Britain, 
France, and Poland on the other, and while 
the text of the notes exchanged between 
Mr. Neville Chamberlain, and Herr Hitler 
has not yet been divulged, and will not be 
until the latter’s reply has been studied, 
there is all the necessary evidence to be 
found in the last speech of the British 
Prime Minister to show that there is no 
wavering on the part of Great Britain and 
France, and that both nations stand firmly 
by their commitments to Poland. One or 
two correspondents to this journal have 
Posed the question as to whether Danzig 
and the Polish Corridor are really worth 
fighting for, and whether it would not be 
better to surrender them to the Reich, and 
seek to find some other compensation for 
the Poles. It can be admitted right away 
that Danzig and the Corridor as such are 
not worth the enormous  sficrifice which 
humanity may be called upon to make if 
things take a turn for the worse, but if they 
are not worth the struggle, the principle 
involved most certainly is. ‘It is intolerable 
that the business of the world should be 
held up because one dictator or another has 
some grievance, fancied or real, which he 
has determined shall be settled in his favour 
either by force, or without it if that can be 
secured, The British Government and His 
‘Majesty's Opposition are agreed in the 
determination that, once, and for all, threats 
‘and menaces of open aggression shall come 
to an end. ‘The world, cannot go on from 
crisis to crisis, and Sir Archibald Sinclair 
has indicated ‘agreement with the Goverr 
ment when he declared on Tuesday in the 
House of Commons that this must be 
stopped. 

Danzig and the Corridor are but pegs 
from which depend a principle, and the 
world may see in the not too distant future 
the democracies again making a stand in 
favour of the restoration of the rule of law 
throughout the world in place of an inter- 
national lack of morality which has reduced 
‘old time comity to a state of veritable chaos. 
‘Mr. Chamberlain's speech on the situation 
on ‘Tuesday was a masterpiece of restraint, 
firm in its spirit without definitely closing 
the door against further negotiation. He 
did, however, make it quite plain that the 
Government has no intention whatever of 
departing from the policy it has adopted 
since the betrayal of the Munich accord. 
‘That was made quite plain when Great 
Britain and Poland signed the mutual assis- 
tance pact in the very face of the crisis a 
few days ago. Great Britain's commitments 
to Poland have now been so definitely 
formulated that it is not a little astonishing 
that Herr Hitler, and his advisers should 
now have any doubt as to exactly where the 
two nations stand, There should have been 
no doubt any time since the crisis first com- 
menced, and also no doubt as to where the 
events turn 
out more sadly than even now is devoutly 
hoped they will not. Responsibility for the 
outbreak of war does not now depend upon 
who may fire the first shot, or create an 
incident precipitating war. It resis entirely 
upon those who have been responsible for 
creating the present tense situation, and 
when oMcials in Washington judge that the 
Prime Minister's speech is a fair, and ac- 
curate presentation of the European situa- 
tion, and that the outcome of the crisis 
depends on Herr Hitler, they come to the 
‘only conclusion which is possible on the 
facts. ‘The German contention that the 
responsibility will lie with those who do 
not concede what she considers ure her just 
demands will not do, There is a very con- 
siderable difference of opinion as to their 
justice, and no small degree of conviction 
that put forward as they are, under the 
menace of the gun, they cannot be considered 
until that menace ‘has been removed. 

Peaceful negotiation? Yes. 
under threats of aggression? No, most de- 
finitely no. Can any issue be placed more 
succinetly? It is believed not; yet that is 
the real significance of Danzig and the 
Corridor. The desperateness of the situ: 
tion is to be found in the position into which 
Herr Hiller has manceuvred himself, His 
insistence upon attaining the objectives 
which he has set for himself, his stubborn 
refusal to consent to any conference which 

Rot predicated upon the granting of wh: 
he wants, and devoted merely to ascertain 
ing the manner in which his wishes shall 
be fulfilled, must mean that he must either 
recede from his present position or be pre- 
pared to fight. To do the former would be 
to admit a great diplomatic reverse, danger-

JAPAN’S NEW CABINET

‘Minister, General S. Hata, formerly com- 
mander-in-ehief in China is alleged not to 
Fepresent the more radical elements in the 
Army, 80 {0 that extent his inclusion in the 
Cabinet may be taken as reinforeing General 
Abe's position, It is unlikely that the new 
ministry will actually disregard all the 
desires of the radical clements in the Army, 
but it is possible that by holding the balance 
evenly between them, and those who do 
hot see eye to eye with them a modified 
policy may be evolved which will help to 
lessen the present tension existing in. the 
Far East, and tend to bring about better 
relations with third party Powers whose 
interests in China have been sadly menaced 
during the past two years, ‘The fact that 
General Abe is an unknown — political 
quantity, as are many of his Cabinet, need 
ot mean that they are without political 
ability, and it may very well prove to be 
the case that the next few months,-—if the 
present Cabinet is permitted to exist that 
Jong,—will show that the change-over has not 
been without its benefits. It is obviously 
ministry. which has to prove its qualities, and 
undoubtedly its carly moves will be watched 
with the greatest interest not only in Japan 
but throughout the world. If within the 
next four months General Abe ean bring 
‘bout an improvement in Japanese relations 
with the United States, and ean lessen the 
tension existing between his country and 
other neutrals in this China Incident, he will 
undoubtedly have contributed to the general 
welfare, but it remains to be seen whethi 
he is powerful enough to withstand the 
intrigues of the radical clements of the Army. 
No Japanese Prime Minister could hope to 
remain in office very long, who did not 
cordially subscribe “to the doctrine of 
pursuing hostilities in China to a successful 
conclusion, and even if General Abe had 
hot ‘said so, it was to be taken for granted 
that so far as his poliey is conecrned, th 
point would be its corner stone, ‘There is 
also the probability that following the rebut 
which his predecessors sulfered at the hand 
of Germany, General Abe's policy in 
European affairs will be one of the utmost 
aution, and should war break out in the 
West it is more than likely that Gener: 
Abe will decide to remain neutral. ‘That 
‘might not suit the book of the younger Army 
officers, but in such a decision he would 
doubtless Ye supported not only by the 
ivilian elements, but by the Navy as well, 
for the Navy has consistently been averse: 
from entering into any European commit~ 
ments which would take the fleet from its 
home waters. Japanese business naturally

‘The 
real objective which should be borne’ in 
mind is to bring about an all round under~ 
standing between Japan and the other 
Powers interested in the Far East, and if a 
rapprochement could be come to- between 
Great Britain, France, the United States and 
Japan a very definite turn for the better 
‘could be expected in Far Rastern affairs. 
Indeed it is along some such lines that the 
best chance of bringing peace to this part 
of the world is to be found, and it is hoped 
that General Abe will not hesitate to explore 
them, 

‘Much, of course, depends upon the length 
of life General Abe's Cabinet is permitted. 
If, as it is suggested, this new ministry 
is to be nothing but a stop-gap before a new 
government is formed by another and more 
prominent statesman, it may be that not a 
great deal of progress towards this end will 
be possible, but there is always the pos- 
sibility, now that the radical elements in the 
Army stand discredited by Germany's action, 
that their influence on the Government's 
policy in the future will be less than it hes 
been in the past. If this new ministry is no 
more than a temporary one, only to exist 
until something stronger can be formed, it 
‘would seem that there will have to elapse 
some time before any really definite opinion 
ean be formed of future trends, In this 
connection probably the most significant 
feature of present appointments is General 
‘Abe's failure to fill the important office of 
Foreign Minister, which, at any rate for the 
moment, he is handling concurrently with 
the premiership. ‘The inclusion of a strong 
personality in’ that office would have 
undoubtedly done much to change present 
opinions as to the strength of the new 
Cabinet, and It is not yet without the bounds 
of possibility “that General Abe may find 
some outstanding personality who will con- 
sent to work with him, ‘That might give to 
the government an added strength, and might 
‘be conducive to a greater permanence than, 
in the opinion of some people, appears to be 
likely at the present moment. ‘With 
such an individual in office it might be 
possible for Japan to embark upon a new 
foreign policy which has become necessary 
sinee the débicle of last week, for while 
this will not necessitate a complete reorienta- 
tion of Japanese foreign policy, it docs re- 
quite that many international questions shall 
De viewed by Japan in the light of the reality 
of the new position. It is possible, therefore, 
to weleome the new Japanese Cabinet with 
the hope that the forebodings of others will 
not prove justified ini the event, and that 
it will have plenty of time in which to bring 
about very necessary changes. 











HERR HITLER’S TERMS 
Sept. 2. 


Nothing could Le more ingenious than the 
set of terms which has been announced by 
the official German news agency as the basis 
upon which Herr Hitler is prepared to settle 
the question of Danzig and the Polish Cor- 
ridor. ‘That Poland will not accept them as 
they stand may almost be taken for granted, 
for to do so would be to make that abject 
surrender upon which Herr Hitler has been 
sisting all along, and constitute another 
yielding to “power polities” of which Europe 
has already had more than enough. Tt will 
be rgmembered that, during recent days, 
rumours have been sodulously fostered to the 
effect that Horr Hitler's real objective was 
to secure the return of all land which was 
Germany's prior to the Inst war, and that 
would have meant that Poland would be re- 
quired {o surrender a very substantial por- 
tion of her territory, probably even as much 
‘as one-third, Whother that demand will be 
made in the future or not remains to be 
seen, but the cultivation of the rumour 
was obviously designed to create an atmos- 
phere in which relief would be felt when the 
pseudo moderation of Germany's claims as 
Offieinlly announced came to be known. ‘The 
terms, therefore, have to be regarded as a 
very" adroit altempt to sow dissension 
amongst the peoples of the Entente, especial~ 
ly supporting those who hold to the opinion 
that Danzig and the Corridor are not worth 
fighting for, and weakening those who con= 
tend that if is not a question of the fate of 
those two, but as to whether Europe is pre 
pared {0 See repeated resort to this form of 

by the dictator states for the purpose 
1 thelr own way. While the general 
‘of these terms may deceive the Ger~ 
man people by their seeming moderation, 
nxt possibly some in other countries, they 
‘will effect nothing of the kind with’ those 
whe have observed the trend of Herr Hitler's 
poliey during the past few years and the 
only conclusion which can be arrived at is 
that Der Fuchrer penned these “terms with 
his tongue in his check, and a wary eye with 
‘4 to the possible effect they might have 
upon opinion in the’ United States. Though 
there are reported to be sixteen points in.the 
German terms there are two which really 
‘niatter, the rest of them, in the main, merely 
referring to the manner in which those two 
shoul be put into operation. 

‘The first is the demand for the uncondi 
tional veturn of Danzig to the Reich, on the 
yround that it is a purely German city; and 
that the population unanimously desire in- 
corporition in Germany, and the second is 






































that the fate of the Corridor shall be decided 
by according its inhabitants the right of seli- 
determination to be expressed in a plebistite 
fa year hence affording them a choice between 
the two countries. Gdynia would be includ- 
ed in the plebiscite though remaining in 
principle under Polish sovereignty, while the 
‘only real question then to arise as a result 
of the plebiscite would be as to whether 
Germany should have a railway and auto- 
strade across the Corridor to Danzig, or whe- 
‘ther Poland should have the same things 
along it to Gdynia. The appeal to the right 
of self-determination is obviously designed to 
impress the people of the United Siates, but 
it comes strangely from a Government which 
hhas suppressed that right with regard. to 
other peoples and has incladed against their 
will minorities in the. Reich which would 
much rather remain outside it, and that by 
the threat to employ force. Self-determina- 
tion is a doctrine which Germany puts on 
‘and off like an old cloak, and the world at 
large will not be deluded by the fair-seeming 
quality of the proposal with regard to the 
Corridor. In this particular instance it is 
claimed ‘to be based upon a desire for the 
eradication of seeds of discord, and the pro- 
vision of remedies for the “intolerable de- 
limitation of borders by the Versailles diktat 
‘and the intolerable treatment of minorities in 
the ceded territories.” ‘The picture of Herr 
Hitler shedding erocodile tears over the al- 
leged ill-treatment of minorities contrasts 
strongly with the complacency with which 
he views people of his own nationality being 
banished from the homes they have held for 
centuries in the Tyrol, and the readiness with 
Which he absorbs minorities when it sults 
his purpose. Appeal to the right of seli- 
determination is. in. the circumstances -no- 
thing but an exhibition of the completest 
hypocrisy, and as such will not only fail to 
convince ‘anyone, but will serve to demon- 
strate the utter’ cynicism of the Hitlerian 
policies. 

‘Much has been made in Berlin of the fact 
that a Polish negotiator, armed with the 
widest powers, failed to’ reach the German 
capital on August 29, as requested by the 
German Government.’ Poland, was not then 
informed of the German terms, and even the 
British representative did not learn of them 
until August 30. Why Poland should be ex- 
pected to enter into negotiations, in connection 
with which German demands ‘had not been 
made officially known, is not clear unless it is 
to emphasize the inferior position to which 
Herr Hitler seeks to relegate Poland in any 
discussion for the settlement of the crisis. ‘The 
British official attitude that it is undesirable 
to comment on the German proposals before 
Poland has had an opportunity of consider~ 
ing them, is in the circumstances the only 
attitude which could be adopted. ‘The deci- 
sion has been placed in the hands of the 
Polish Government a6 to whether it will 
reject Herr Hitler's demands, and no pressure 
should be brought to bear upon her either one 
way, oF the other to influence her decision, 
‘That does not mean that Poland will not be 
subjected to the severest of pressure. ‘The 
reinforcement of Russian troops along the 
eastern Polish border is just an oxample of 
the type of influence which is being brought 
to bear, for it constitutes the silent threat 
that there is rather more behind the German- 
‘Russian non-aggression pact than appears on 
the surface, and suggests. that Russia has 
been promised some of the spoils in_ the 
event of a German victory over the Poles 
and her guarantors. It has, however, to be 
admitted that were it not for past history it 
might be possible for Poland to accept the 
German terma’as the best way out of a bad 
business, but the question naturally arises 
‘as to what other demands Germany would 
make on Poland were she to give way on 
this occasion. Herr Hitler's appetite grows 
with eating, and even if he were to declare 
that now, again, he had no further territorial 
ambitions in Europe only the most simple 
minded could believe him. Viewing all the 
cireumstances no possible blame can pos 
sibly be attached to the Polish Government it 
it decides to reject Her Hitler's demands, for 
the “present contemplated rape may very 
well lead to dismemberment, and that despite 
the fact that during the Inst war even the 
German Government recognized the right of 
the Poles to their own sovereignty. Nor can 
there be any criticism of Great Britain and 
France if those nations decide to support 
Poland should she decide upon resistance. 
‘The time for these repeated experiments in 
terrorism by the dictators must come to an 
end, and ordinary prudence requires that 
they shall be stopped once and for all. ‘The 
fooner it is done the better for the world at 
large.

So it is war, A time limit was given within 
which Germany could give assurances that 

\d_be recalled from Poland. 
It was not availed of, and, by wireless, Mr. 
Neville Chamberlain’ informed listeners-in 
that Great Britain was in a state of war with 
Germany, and the Dietator of that country 
‘Stands condemned for all time in history as 
the man who has plunged Europe and perhaps 
the whole world—for who knows once this 
thing has started, where it will spread—into 
the grimmest tragedy. It has been apparent 
during the last few days that nothing but a 














complete change of Herr Hitler's mind would 
bring about a betterment of the situation. 


‘Some uneasiness was expressed in the House 
‘of Commons on Saturday over the absence of 
a time limit in the first ultimatum, speakers 
for the Opposition contending that it showed 
a certain degree of weakness, which, however, 
the Prime Minister denied. The hour has passed. 
for any further delay, for the longer de- 
cisions are postponed the more is the game 
played into Germany's hands. The same at- 
fitude must be adopted with regard to the 
rumours that Signor Mussolini is even yet 
preparing to suggest the calling of a five 
Power conference. That could only have been 
considered upon Germany withdrawing her 
troops from Poland, and reverting to the 
status quo which existed prior to the com- 
mencement of the invasion. The only pos- 
sible issue which could be contemplated 
was either Germany's compliance with 
the Anglo-French demands, or the infliction 
Of the consequences which are of the gravest 
nature. In deciding it the time factor was of 
the greatest importance, for there was the 
danger that Herr Hitler’s immediate objec 
tives might be gained and Europe faced with 
‘an accomplished fact. It is not difficult to see 
‘what was in the minds of the German Govern- 
‘ment at the moment. ‘The anschluss of Dan- 
zig has been proclaimed and ratified by the 
German Reich, troops from Germany and 
Esst Prussia had moved into the Corridor, 
‘and according to Berlin were on the eve of 
‘effecting a union, If this was completed then 
the German army would have secured com- 
munication across the corridor with Danzig, 
and would thus have attained one of Herr 
Hitler's principal objectives. 

Tt.may be argued that this would not be 
final in any event, but there is the possibility, 
and avery likely one at that, that Der 
Fuchrer would then seek again to negotiate on 
the basis of the new situation which would 
hhave thus been created. The same argument 
‘applies to the invasion of Upper Silesia, o 
of any other area which Germany fancies 
should belong to herself, and if the German 
authorities really did ‘regard the present 
military action as not amounting to wat, 
the reason for it is to be seen in the fore- 
going. It was to them merely a minor military 
measure designed to bring about a new 
situation from which a settlement of the 
Polish question could be negotiated, ‘That is 
something which the Entente was unable to 
accept, for it woiild be nothing but another 
sample of Hitlerian aggression, something 
which has to be stopped once and for all, and 
the only means of impressing that fact ‘upon 
him and those others so ready to run every 
risk of plunging Europe into war was to give 
them a time mit within which to get out 
of Poland, and to insist that the presence of 
German troops in that country after a certain 
date, whether actual fighting was going on or 
not, ‘could not do anything but bring Great 
Britain and France into action. If that 
was war, what of it? It must be either 
war or a further submission to the dictates 
of a group of men whose guarantees are 

snd whose ambitions for the ag- 








ly know no bounds. It is unthinkable that 
Britain, France and Poland, having com- 
mitted ‘themselves so deeply as they had 
have would retreat from their positions, and 
yield the very things they have determined 
Shall not be surrendered. War is at least 
honest as compared with the trickery, dup- 
icity and betrayals with which Herr ‘Hitler 
has sought to attain his objectives, and ter- 
rible as it undoubtedly will be, it is prefer- 
able that Britain and Franco shall fight for 
the principles which they have enunciated 
than abjectly to give way before the night- 
mare which Herr Hitler and his myrmidons 
have conjured up. 

‘This war must be regarded not as an. 
instrument for the punishment of the Ger- 
man people, who will thus be called upon 
to suffer for the perfidy of their leaders, but 
‘a campaign for their liberation from’ the 
yoke which presses so heavily upon them. 
‘There is no enmity for the German people 
‘as such ; there will be great pain and regret. 
that arms have again to be taken up against 
them. But there is hatred and enmity for 
the system which Herr Hitler and his ac- 
‘complices have set up, and the betrayal of 
international morality’ of which they are 
guilty. ‘The one main objective must be as 
complete a destruction of the Hitler regime, 
as there was of that imperial government 
which plunged the world some twenty-five 
years ago into more than four years of, 
up to that time, unparalleled misery. 
Herr Hitler's crime against the mankind 
of Europe now he has precipitated a 
general war will be even graver than that 
of ex-Kaiser Wilhelm, and his advisers, if 
‘ever there can-be degrees when comparing 
crimes of such enormous magnitude, and the 
struggle which may ensue can only end 
when he and his satellites have been driven 
into that shadow which should shroud all 
things best forgotten. ‘That fact has been 
‘emphasized in the speeches which have been 
made by British and French statesmen. It is 
no demonstration of chauvinism to insist that 
the intolerable conditions which Herr Hitler 
hhas succeeded in bringing about must be 
ended once and for all, either by peacefully 
foreing upon him the knowledge that British 
and French patience is not inexhaustible or 
impressing it upon him with the awful 
‘weapon of war. The quiet acceptance of this 
position by the peoples of the two nations, 





and the absence of any sign of pure jingoism 
are the best indications of the manner in 
which they regard war. They did not want

Now that the die has been cast, and Ger- 
many has decided to take on all comers it is 
useless to argue about who is responsible for 
the catastrophe, save to endorse the judgment 
of President Roosevelt who speaks of the Ger- 
man invasion of Poland, branding Herr 
Hitler's Government with the criminality 
which must attach to their action, and firmly. 
denying the claim that what was being done 
was not war but merely counter-attack. “As 
those have taken place in Polish territory the 
world will undoubtedly form its own judg- 
ment. Perusal of the messages emanating 
from enemy territory seem to suggest that the 
Nazi Government still adheres to the idea 
that a declaration of a state of war, existing 
between the Entente, and Germany, need not 
actually mean warfare, and that the former 
may hold their hand and refrain from actual 
hostilities. It is a childlike attempt to delude 
either themselves or the people unfortunate 
enough to be under their government, for it 
must be apparent that the only way in which 
‘assistance can effectively be given Poland is 
by engagement in active warfare with Ger~ 
many wherever she can be reached, It is no 
part of the scheme of the Entente to permit 
Germany to concentrate solely upon the 
subjugation of Poland along the lines which 
were suggested editorially yesterday, and to 
stand by passively, while this is being done, 
‘The fact must, therefore, be faced that if it 
hhas not already happened the war must be 
carried to Germany, There is now no longer 
the question of who Js the aggressor—Ger- 
many has decided that for herself and her 
‘own condemnation,—and all that now matters 
is that the state of war which has been 
declared shall be translated into action s0 
that those who seek to live by the sword shall 
perish by it, ‘There can be only one objective, 
and that is the destruction of the Nazi régime, 
eading to the restoration of the Germa 
people to thelr old freedom, and the vindica~ 
tion of those principles’ for’ which: the 
democracies stand, and which are the very 
inspiration of their being. With that end in 
view Great Britain and France are again 
prepared to seal their friendship in blood 
similar to that which tested it twenty-five 
years ago, and it must be a matter of pride to 
people of both countries that, they did every- 
thing within thelr power to avert this present 
horror, and that it was not tintil all they stand 
for was outraged in the manner that it has 
been that resort was had to war, 

‘The question on everyone's lips is how long 
this struggle will last, No one knows, ‘The 
Germans are banking on a short war. It is 
the only war which they can fight, starting 
as they do on ration cards instead of ending 
with them. ‘The non-aggression pact with 
Russia should permit of-her fighting a some- 
what longer war because of the possibility of 
obtaining more supplies from that country, 
but even then she cannot contemplate carry 
ing on as long as the resources at thelr dis- 
posal will enable Great Britain and France. 
The struggle may, therefore, resolve itself into 
another war of attrition, a lengthy and 
disastrous process for both sides but one 
which should almost inevitably result in a 
victory for the democracies, ‘The future ga 
‘consequently be looked forward to with ‘the 
completest confidence. ‘The Allies are united 
in their determination that the misrule of 
Herr Hitler shall come to an end once and 
for all, and that the years of insecurity which 
ave resulted from his unscrupulous, policies 
shall be replaced by a time when morality 
shall again dominate the councils’ of the 
nations, and in which thelr common problems 
shall be worked out in an atmosphere of trust 
and amity. On the other hand there is Ger- 
many subjected and cowed by a regime of 
brutality which has only existed by the 
display of internal force and a terrorism 
which almost passes understanding, It may 
confidently be believed that there is a very 
substantial proportion of the German people, 
who ever’ now have not been misled by the 
lying propaganda with which the German 
Teaders have sought to draw them into @ 
fool's paradise, and it may be that'as the 
dimensions of the catastrophe which has been 
brought upon them by the folly of the Ger- 
‘man Government, are realized they may end 
this war as they did the last by foreing theity 
tyrants out of office and out of the country: 
‘The possibility of a revolution in Germany Is 
greater now than ever before, and there is 
reason to believe that in that fact lies the 
principal military weakness of that country.

There are occasions when 
it has not been possible to see eye to cye with 
everything which this organization has done, 
but there is not the slightest doubt that it has 
‘succeeded excellently in keeping the case of 
the Briton in China well before Parliament and 
1¢ Government, and hes undoubtedly created 
greater interest in China questions in London 
than existed before the B.R.A. came into exist- 
ence. It may very well be that the Association 
has itself to blame for the lack of support to 
which reference Is made. The doings of the 
Association rarely receive public mention until 
it comes to the time of the annual general 
meeting, and there is reason $0 suppose that 
this persistent hiding of the light under the 
bushel is responsible for the little interest which 
is displayed in the doings of the association's 
committee. It is plain that no organization of 
the kind can hope to maintain a large mem- 
bership if the lalter is kept in practical ignor- 
‘ance of what is being done in its behalf, and it 
should be possible to devise some scheme of 
publicity whereby greater interest in the 
tivities of the association could be maintained. 
‘That the committee is a very live and energetic 
‘one there is not the slightest doubt, and it can 
properly ask for support if only on the ground 
of demonstrating national unity, but if the 
British public were better acquainted with its 
activities there is reason to believe that its 
response to such an appeal would be even more

It is completely incomprehensible why there 
should be any objection on the part of Germany 
fo Poland going ahead, and ‘completing her 
mobilization: With. the ‘threat of the. armed 
might of Germany just across her borders, 
Poland would be guilly of the gravest folly if 
she did not put herselt in a posture of "the 
‘completost dfence against whatever may hap 
pen in the future, and to regard her action as 
fending to worsen the situation is merely to 
seck cause for quarrel where none should exist. 
It is all very well to say of Poland that it is 
an evil creature, for when it fancies it is 
threatened with attack it prepares to defend it- 
self, but the fact is that Herr Hitler's widened 
demands on Poland ean only serve to convince 
her of the certainty of .war. Every effort is 
slill being made to prevent war actually break- 
ing out, but unless there is a very complete 
change ‘in Herr Hitler's attitude the probabili- 
ties of its doing so must be regarded as bein, 
very great. Hence the seriousness of the sit 
tion. When Der Fuchrer adopts the attitude 
that Danzig and the Corridor are to all intents 
and purposes already incorporated in the 
Reich and that he requires that this shall be 
confirmed before he is willing to enter into 
negotiations on other mallers relating 
man-Polish relations, -he is assuming some- 
thing which is ‘not the case. A development 
which must arouse considerable speculation Is 
the reinforcement of Russia's troops along her 
western borders, for the question must arise ax 
to why she deems that to be necessary. It the 
non-aggression pact means anything at all lo 
either Germany, or Russia then the Soviet ix 
certainly not threatened by Germany, and this 
new disposition of troops eannot be a precat 
tion against any such menace. ‘The question 
then arises as to whether this may not be 
further threat against Poland on the part of 
Russia, and also. whether there is not-more 
behind the non-aggression pact than has up to 
he present been made public, Poland has been 
the unfortunate victim of the ambitions of other 
eighbo past, There ix 

siderable suspicion that she may be again, 
that the partitions of 1772-1703 may agu 
‘be contemplated. Such an action would ‘belie 
Morr Hitler's denial ot any further territorial 
ambitions in Europe, but that has already been 
ogalived so frequently as to permit of no 
further consideration when endeavouring (0 
assess fulure trends of German poliey. I then, 
this sinister interpretation of the latest Russian 
military movements proves to be correct there 
need bo no very great surprise, It may serve 
considerably {0 complicate the present situation, 
fand, therefore, is a contingeney which has Wo 
bbe "faced. There may be only one drawback 
to the plan from the Russian point of view and 
that is that the partition of Poland in such v 
manner might bring the German, and Tussian 
borders right up to cach other, Tt may be 
betier for Russia to have a buffer state between 
herself and Germany, for after all no matter 
what temporary arrangements may have been 
made between the two countries, the fact still 
remains that (rom an ideological point of view 
they are still deadly enemies, and the farther 
apart they can *be kept the better the prospects 
fof peace between them.

North China Flood

western Shantung, while the present 
heavy rains in. Shansi are also 
causing anxiety. Tt is stated that 
the floods, which are said to be the 
most serious for 8 years, have far 
exceeded first expectations and that 
millions of Chinese have been 
rendered homeless, mostly absolutely 
destitute. 

Tt Is reported that the area from 
Peiping’s, southern suburbs to Pao- 
ting is fust one large lake. From 
opel comes the news: that the four 
‘main rivers there have overflowed 
thelr banks and joined so that the 
14 hsien comprising the river area 
‘are all submerged. Further rains 
‘are causing an additional rise in 
the water level. 

‘Detailed reports are still lacking 
due to the interruption of com- 
‘munications, but the Government is 
already planning rescue works and 
funds have becn appropriated for 
‘this purpose. All charitable organiza 
tlons are being mobilized to assist. 

Tt is pointed out that nearly all 
flooded areas are within Japanese 
occupied territory—Trans-Ocean.

Hongkong Mans Its 
Forts and Borders 


From Our Own Conmusronvee 


Hongkong, Aug. 25. 

Alarms and uncertainties in Hong- 
kong are at the peak today when 
military forees have been mobilized 
to man the forts on the island and 
to guard the outposts along the tron- 
tier of the New Territories. » These 
measures are believed to have been 
taken in view of the fact that there 
fare many Japanese troops in Shum- 
chun which faces British territory, 
‘The Hongkong Government has ad- 
vised all British women and children 
to evacuate the New ‘Territories and 
islands as a precautionary measure. 

Chinese residents are’ at a loss to 
know what to do in view of the dif- 
ficulty of returning to the interior 
of China and because of the high 
expenses in golng abroad. Some 
have gone back to Canton or to 
‘Macao. Rich people took passages 
to Haiphong, Kwangchouwan and 
even Malaya, but the number is 
small. ‘The "Hongkong authorities 
‘advise the people to leave in order 
to diminish the food and protection 
problem, 

Well informed circles here do not 
believe that the Japanese Govern- 
ment wants to create a new battle 
front with the British in Hongkong, 
but “it is pointed out that the 
Japanese Government has practically 
hho control over the Army much less 
the expeditionary "forces in » Chin 
which are liable to start any incident 
that will be subsequently binding on 
their government. 


No Ground for Charges 


What alarms the people here is 
that the Japanese threat comes from 
Shumehun, formerly Chinese ter- 
ritory, from whieh no menace was 
expected as long as it was under 
Chinese control. The defence of 
Hongkong Is concentrated on the 
strategic approaches from the. sea. 
However, the frontiers of New Tor- 
rilories have been fortified since the 
Japanese occupied Canton and main- 
land ‘last October, but the defence 
of this sector is’ no easy | matter 
‘owing to absence of natural barriers. 

‘The Japanese charge that Hong- 
kong is a base for the supply of 
farms to the Chinese forces in the 
Interior, There is, however, no 
Justiieation for this ‘charge, as ‘since 
the fall of Canton all arms’ to China 
have been shipped via Burma and 
Soviet Russia, ‘The arms are order~ 
d and distributed by the Central 
‘Authorities to the forces in various 
provinces. Arms sent to Kwangt 
by sea are ilable to be selzed by the 
Japanese navy, which is blockading 
the China coast.

places. 

‘Telegraphic appeals for aid trom 
the British Municipal Council have 
recently boen received in Shanghai, 
‘nd in reply to these appeals large 
quantities of drugs and dressings 
have already been despatched to 
Tientsin by” the British Fund for 
Relief in China, which came speedily 
to the rescue, while many thousands 
‘of dollars worth of equipment, in- 
struments, drugs and dressings are 
being prepared for forwarding, The 
Couneil is forming a large Refugee 
Hospital in the Concession, and it 
ig probable that this urgentiy need- 
ed ‘establishment will have to carsy 
‘on its work for a considerable time, 
‘even after the floods have subsided. 

"At the same time the _Tientsin 
Committee of the British Fund for 
Relief in China has in hand the 
administration of its reliet funds, 
both directly and through the agency 
‘of the North China Co-ordinating 
Committee on Reliet Work. 

‘The diseases most prevalent are 
malaria and. dysentery, while an 
outbreak of typhoid is ereatly fear- 
ed. Antl-typhold and anti-cholera 
Vaceines are amongst the supplies 
already send off.

Postage Stamps May 


Circulate Again 


‘Shanghai, Sept. 1 

‘Those in charge of Chinese public 
bodies in Shanghai are now reported 
to be giving serious thought to the 
question of allowing postage stamps 
to be elreulated again in lew of small 
money since the Chinese authorities 
have not yet announced a definite 
date for circulating the newly print- 
fed one-cent and five-cent notes 10 
be distributed here to relief the 
shortage of small money. 


‘The problem now centres around 
the eashing of the stamps since most 
fof the old $400,000 postage stamps 
thus ‘sed are hardly’ acceptable for 
‘any useful purpose to the disadvant- 
age of many poor people who keep 
most of them. It has been suggested 
that @ cashing committee, supported 
bby cash reserve funds contributed by 
‘the publie bodies concemed, be or- 
ganized, No definite decision has 
yet been made, however. 


‘The reports yesterday that the new 
official cent notes would be circulated 
here at the end of this month were 
denied by an official of the Shanghai 
‘OMice of the Central Bank of China. 
He said he did not know when the 
new notes could be circulated. 


‘The $500,000 worth of new cent 
notes officially printed for Shanghai 
circulation were “pirated” by coun- 
ferfelters before their circulation. 
They may be totally destroyed and

‘These iwo gunboats, efficient little’ guardians of British 


ives and property in foreign ports for many years, are to be 
dismantled and sold to the highest bidder like nameless hulks of 
steel, but in the annuals of the Navy and in the hearts and minde 
of those who served on them, they will long be remembered. 


HLM.S, Cricket was completed in 
February, 1916 and commissioned in 
June, 1016, for service under the 
‘Admiral commanding the East Coast 
of England, “While on patrol duty 
fon September 3, 1916, the gunboat 
sighted a German Zeppelin over 
Hunstanton, In Norfolk. The Cricket 
opened fire on the airship and 
claimed a hit, the Zeppelin dis 
nppearing. in a ‘norlhvessterly airee- 

Diuriny 1917 and 1918 the Cricket 
‘was engaged in patrol duty in the 
River Humber and was based at 
Boston. In October 1910 she was 
ordered to the White Sea near 
Archangel and served in the Dvina 
River. ‘The gunboat remained on this 
‘White Sea station until. 1920, when 
she was ordered to duty in’ Chin

hher 19 years of service in 
ue River the Cricket saw 
much action, While patrolling. the 
Niver in he stormy ‘days of this 
nationalist revolution she, was fired 
fon more than once.

1982, however, 
this peace was rudely disturbed, by 
‘a group of bandits who fired upon 
the vessel from the banks of the 
river with rifles, Again the Cricket 
uunloosed her Lewis guns and put a

‘On Decomber 12, 1987, while the 
Cricket was anchored upriver from 
Nanking, she was, bombed by squi 
rons of Japanese ‘planes and shelled 
by flold artillery, ‘The Cricket and 
HLMS. Scarab were anchored be- 
side a group of five merchant vessels 
‘at 125" pan. when three Japan 
seaplanes flew over head, spotted the 
vessels and commenced dive-bombing 
operations. One after another the 
planes roared down upon thelr vic- 
ims, dropping, a total of eight bombs 
in all, ‘The. Cricket trained Lewis 
guns on the alreraft and opened fre 
ut the planes flew off before the 
British guviners found the-range. 


Artillery Shells 

About an hour later, the concen- 
tration of vessels were attacked from 
the river bank with fleld artillery, 
two shells bursting In the water a 
seant twenty yards away from the 
port side of the Cricket. These two 
shells were followed at short ine 
jervals by two gun salvoes. At the 
yme time three large “Japanese 
bombers flew overhead and dropped 
six heavy bombs from a height of 
‘about. 7,000 feet, these bombs going 
wide of their mark, 

‘The merchant vessels then steamed 
upriver and when they were about a 
mile from the Cricket they were 
again attacked by field artillery, 
some of ‘the shells landing near the 
gunbeat, Just then the Ul-tated 
USS.

School Pr ineipal 


Assassinated 


‘Shanghai, Sopt. 5. 

Mr. Woo Tsechib, 36-year-old 
principal of the Shanghai Girls’ 
School, 451 Taku Road, was shot and 
fatally” wounded Inside the ‘school 
Duilding yesterday morning, The 
attack followed a controversy, which 
hhad lasted for some weeks, concern- 
ing Mr. Woo's views on Mr, Wang 
‘Ching-wel's policies. The late’ educa- 
tor had been taken to task for sym- 
pathizing with the Wang peace 
scheme, in the columns of a local 
‘Chinesé-language daily but had pro- 
claimed his loyalty and patriotism in 
letters tothe editor of the same 
Journal. Despite his protestations, 
however, the campaign against him 
continued and six days ago he re- 
telved an anonymous telephone all 
warning him. to "be careful” 

Yesterday morning at 8.20 o'clock 
the terrorists acted when three oF 
four men arrived at the school, 
tered the building and sought out the 
principal. One of the intruders, a 
Chinese “dressed in foreignastyle 
clothes, produced a Mauser pistol and 
started firing at Mr, Woo. Bight high- 
powered bullets blazed from the 
‘weapon and the educator sank to the 
floor, mortally wounded. 




















Gang Flees on Foot 

‘The assassin and his companions 
‘dashed out of the school and fled. It 
was later reported, to the police 
that all’ of them were carrying 
pistols. It is believed, however, that 
only the leader fired at Mr. "Woo. 
‘The otder men, it was reported were 
dressed in Chinese clothes. The gang 
‘escaped on foot. 

‘The victim of the attack was 
‘quickly placed in a Fire Brigade am- 
Dulance ‘and taken to the Shanghai 
Sanitarium and Clinle in Bubbling 
Well Road. There he expired at 
‘about 11.20 am, less than three hours 
afler the shooting. 

Mr, Woo's assassination is the sec- 
fond Chinese political murder to 1-8 
place in the International Settiement 
within a few days. Last Wednesday 
Mr. Chu Shing-kung, columnist and 
sub-editor of the “Ta'Mel Wan Pao," 
‘was shot and killed in North Honan 
Road, This murder was ascribed to 
8 terrorist organization favouring the 
‘Wang Ching-wel faction. The assassin 
was captured while he was running 
from the scene of the erime. 

The late Mr. Woo leaves a widow 
and son here,

Priest Murdered 
At Siceawei 7

Father F. Lebreton, a 60 years old 
French Roman. Catholic. priest, was 
brutally murdered in his room and 
ofice at the Siecawel Mission yester- 
ay afternoon by a thlet or thieves 
‘who, it is belleved, strangled the aged 
priest’ after he” hed “refused “to 
five the combinetion of the safe in 
fis room in_which were. kept $10, 
000, which were to be ald as wages 
{fo Chinese employed at the Mission 
this morning 

With his feet and hands bound and 
a gag stuffed into hie mouth, the 
Priest’ was discovered tying on his 
Bed at about 0 pam. yesterday even 
ing. "There was evidence of a 
struggle having taken place in the 
!room and marks on the body suggest 
fed that Father Lebreton, had Been 
forced on to his back and had been 
jencit on before being” Bound "and 
maeged and then killed, 

This also bore out the police 
theory that the murder ‘hed "been 
committed by more tan one man inan 
effort to get the combination. of the 
[safefrom the priest. It is belleved that 
the murderer or murderers must have 
had a knowledge of the Mission and 
Father Lebreton's duties at the Mis- 
lon ss it was usual for him at the 
tnd of the month to take the salaries 
fo" his room. before paying out 
fon the following day.

Former Murder Recalled 

He was last seen alive at 10.30 
yesterday morning and when he did 
ot arrive for lunch it was presumed 
that he had gone into town on busi- 
ness ond had stayed there to eat. 
‘Ashe did not appear later, 
‘bell was rung in his room and as 
there were no answer a party of 
people went upstairs and made the 
discovery, 

No suspicious characters were seen. 
in the Mission throughout the day 
‘and there was no clue in the room 
to shed any light on the identity of 
the murderer or murderers. Father 
Lebreton had been in China for many 
years and was a well-known figure in 
Shanghal, 

By a strange coincidence the 
murder of Father Lebreton was com- 
mitted in exactly the same way as 
the murder of Mrs. L. B. B. Freeman 
of “The Palms,” 2ii Avenue Haig, 
some time ago. ‘Mrs, Freeman, it will

room with her hands and feet bound

Investigatton

French Concession detectives con 
tinued yesterday to question hundreds 
ff persons who hod come into contact 
with Father F, Lebreton. 

‘The murderers did not succeed in 
foreing the priest to open the safe, 
however, and presumably in an effort 
to torture him into submission, they 
gagged him and tied his fect and 
‘hands, as a result of which he was 
choked to death. 

Detectives were facing a seemingly 
perfect crime, as it was established 
that hundreds of persons had tree 
access fo Father Lebreton's 3, 
thus making the identifeation of the 
responsible criminals very dificult. 

Father Lebreton was born in 
‘Montigny-Ferchaud (lle et Vilaine) 
fon March 21, 1884 and. joined the 
Society of Jesus in 190i He was 
sent to China in September 1912 but 
returned to Europe three years later 
{10 complete his theological studies. 

In 1919 he returned to this eity once 
more and accepted a chair at the 
Aurora Univerity which he retained 
until he was given his postas Director 
of the Siccawei orphanage and work- 
shops some ten years ago. 

In spite of the many. diticulties 
‘which he encountered in his work, 
he succeeded in pulting the different 
Jaepartments under his care into a 
geod stage of efficiency and made the 
‘orphanage known to the entire world 








Another Journalist 
Killed by Gunman 


+ Shanghai, Aug. 31. 

Mr, Chu Sing-kung, columnist ‘of 
the “Ta Mei Wan Pao” was shot and 
Killed at 412 pm. yesterday as he 
was walking ‘down North’ Honan 
Road His murderer was arrested a 
‘few seconds after he had perpetrated 
the crime, when a mobile police 
‘patrol passed in a motorear and was 
able to prevent his eseape, 

Chu had just crossed N. Honan Road 
Bridge, coming from his ofice ond 
‘was about to go home when suddenly, 
in front of the Embankment Bullding, 
8 Jone gunman advanced, fired a shot 
which “entered the victim's right 
temple, and after throwing away his 
weapon, tried to make his escape by 
running northward along N. Honan 
Road. At this moment, the police 
car which was cruising near by, 
arrived at the scene, taking up the 
chase after the gunman who, seeing 
that no chance ‘for an_ escape was 
left, gave himself up. He was taken 
to West Hongkew Police Stotion and 
after being questioned, was trans- 
ferred to Chengtu Road Station as in- 
quiries will be made in that district. 


‘Motive Unknown 

The resson for the murder is stilt 
puzzling the police, "as. Chu was 
known ‘not to have had any political 
aMliations although, it was pointed 
out in Chinese circles last night, he 
frequently published anti-Wang. 
Ching-wel articles which were sent 
him by readers, 


Political Motive Suspected 

‘The fact that detectives from Crime 
Branch Headquarters and. the 
Special Branch ‘were also investigat= 
ing the case, Indicated that a polities] 
motive may have been behind. the 
murder but no detnite confirmation 
fin the subject could be obtained. 

"The weapon used by the gunman 
was a Tovolver which indicates that 
Yesterday's assasination may” have 
ome connection with the shooting of 
Ate. Wang Chiciy, another ewspaper- 
‘an, who, It Will be recalled, was 
shot when he lett his Rue Lafaye 
home’‘on'the morning of August 20 
when, according to the French police, 
Fevolvers were also used although a

‘Mr, Chu was shot through the head 
fon the afternoon of Aug. $0 while he 
was walking in North Honan Rond.

‘Type of Weapon Recognized 

A scrutiny of the revolver used by 
the asenssin revealed, yesterday, that 
it had not been used in any previous 
shooting in the Settlement or the 
French Concession. ‘The weapon was 
found to be an old-fashioned revolver 
of 38-calibre, of common Japanese 
manufacture,

Inquest Completed 


A verdict of death as a result of a 
gunshot wounds was returned by the 
Procurator of the First Special 
Bistriet Court at a brief inquest held 
yesterday over the body of the late 
Mr, Chu, which was subsequently 
turned over to his relatives without 
an antopsy having been performed.

Chinese Doctor Killed 
In French Concession 


Shanghal, Sept. 2. 
Dr. Tsang Dao, alias Tsang Hong- 
seng, 20-year old Chinese doctor of 
medicine, was brutally murdered as 
he stepped out of the home of a 
patient at 160 Route Magniny at 4 
O'clock yesterday afternoon, by an 
unknown Chinese assassin who made 
hig eseape on a bicycle immediately 
after the killing. The killer fred 
two shots from a pistol at Dr. Tsang, 
wounding him in the head und_in 
the abdomen.

The 
purpose of Dr. Kung’s new order, it 
Is explained, is to enable the people 
to oblain foreign goods which China 
‘can not produce at cheaper prices as 
a reward for the people's’ support 
during the hostilities. 

Reduced Duties 

Dr. Kung's order has reduced the 
present Customs duties imposed on 
these goods by one-third and the 
‘order will hold good until the end 
of the hostilities. The order, how- 
ever, will not be applied to. those 
‘goods the importation of which were 
‘Denned in another order which be- 
came effective on July 1 of this year. 
Tt will be recalled that in the previous 
order more than 200 kinds of foreign 
‘goods (luxuries) were prohibited from 
being imported into this country. 

The Customs duty collecting office 
in the Shanghai Customs office has 
just been taken over by the Japanese 
fat the request of Mr. Li Chien-nan, 
Superintendent of the Customs oj 
pointed by the new Nanking regime. 
Doubt has therefore been expressed 
bby the Chinese press that they will 
be able to carry out Dr. Kung’s new 
order.

300 Workers Riot 
‘At Ewo Mill 


‘Shanghai, Sept. 2. 

A riot in which bobbins and other 
objects were thrown at policemen and 
foreign employees took place yester- 
day morning at the Bwo Cotton Mill, 
10 Yangtzepoo Road. Several work- 
ers were injured slightly when police 
from three stations and the Reserve 
Unit rushed the buildings in which 
the mill-hands had barricaded them- 
selves, ‘The workers were evicted, a 
strike’ of some 1,000 ensuing. It was 
hoped, however, to effect the return 
fof most of the strikers without much 
delay. 

The trouble followed a re-adjust- 
ment inthe distribution of labour 
employed in the No, 2 Mill Weaving- 
Shed.

Typhoon Passes Shanghai 


Race Course Wall Blown Over, Trees Uprooted as 
‘Wind Rages ; Streets Flooded ; Shipping Delayed 


Shanghai, Aug. 31, 


LD Man Typhoon puffed and wheezed his way past Shanghai 
at 5 o'clock yesterday morning, cuffing the city with fieree 


blasts of 





ind and drenching it in a deluge of rain as he whirled 
cn his way in a north-westerly direction, 


At 5 a.m, ‘the centre 


of the typhoon was but 50 miles from Shanghai and it was at 
this time of the morning that the wind blew strongest here. 


‘Apart from the usual floods, the 
typhoon did little material damage in 
the city as a whole. A good 75 fect 
of brick wall surrounding the Race 
Course, however, was blasted out into 
Yu ¥a Ching Road while the wind 
raged "in the early “hours of the 
morning. Two hoardings, surmount- 
ing the streteh of brick wall, accom- 
panied their foundation nits col- 
Tapse. ‘The hoardings had evidently 
projected up from the wall at a con- 
Siderable height thereby acting as a 
fall, which the force of the typhoon 
struck full, crashing the hoardings 
fand the brick wall into the street, 

"The rest of the Race Course suffered 
no damage, the matsheds and bulld- 

asin the various parts of the re- 
creation grounds standing up well 
lunder the storm. The elubhouse near 
the baseball grounds, which was 
‘completely caved in during the last 
typhoon, passed through with ying 
colours this time. Even the grounds, 
usually resembling a chain of minia- 
ture Takes on similar occasions, were 
{ree from floods, with the exception 
‘of the area surrounding the Police 
Club. 

Refugee Kitchen Flooded 

‘The Ward Road Jowish Refugee 
‘Contre, scene of much damage on the 
‘occasion of the last typhoon attack, 
ode the storm completely intact. 
Save for the floods around the 
Kkitehen, very” distressing at meal 
times, the eamp resembled its normal 
‘appearance. "The Wayside Post Mec 
‘was stripped of the sign which on 
happier days was wont to adorn the 
portals of this establishment, As the 
Sign eame down it also brought a few 
bricks along with st, 

No injuries were’ recorded in the 
city following the, typhoon, | Prompt 
faction. by members. of the Shanghai 
Fire Brigade, who tore down a dan- 
gerous wall’ of the old Nanyang 
Tobacco "Co, godown at Chaofoong 
Rond and Broadway at 11.15 yoster- 
day. morning, prevented any ageident 
from the wall collapsing. Another 
wall, also on the verge of collaps 
‘at 1059 Seward Rond, was demolished 
by the Fire Brigade at 3.13 yesterday 
aflernoon. 

Several small trees and saplings 
were uprooted in different parts of 
the International Settlement and 
Frensh Concession, The bamboo 
fence surrounding the Vienna Gardens 
sulfered somewhat as portions of it 
‘were flattened to the ground. Several 
awnings were “gone with the wind” 
this morning, however, a8 the dawn 
roveaied to several startled residents

Flood Scenes

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IN THE RUSSIAN COLONY 


By “Srov* 


Shanghal, Aug. 28. 

‘The Russian colony met the latest 
European erisis much more stoically 
than it met the crisis of September 
1938. Perhaps this present "war of 
nerves" has dulled the nerves of all 
onlookers, oF perhaps the rapproche- 
ment between Germany and Soviet 
Russia has created among Russians 
an attitude eminently expressed by 
Charles Metzler when, in a newspaper 
interview, he stated that “at any rate 
Russians ‘will hardly be able to find 
themselves in a worse position than 
at present.” 

Of courso everyone in the Colony 
realizes that even if the Far East is 
not directly affected by a European 
‘conflagration, even it Shanghai re~ 
tains its peaceful guise, the struggle 
‘of two coalitions in Europe - cannot 
Dut affect this city. 


Watching Developments 


For this reason Russians are watch~ 
ing every development of the crisis 
with no less attention than other 
nationals, Newspapers are rapidly 
sold out, crowds stand around news- 
paper offices waiting for the latest 
Bulletin to be hung out, and phone 
calls asking for complete'and detailed 
information on various rumours pour 
into editorial oMlces at all times of 
the day ond night, 

But Russians never forget that for 
them there is no possibility of leav- 
Ing. Shanghai, that they are in no 
way responsible for what happens in 
Burope, that even policies in their 
own country are formed without 
thelr participation. ‘This psychology 
may Be a strange one for foreigners, 
Dut st must be kept in mind if one 
wishes to understand .the moods of 
Russians abroad, 

‘The unemployed and those who 
imagine themselves to have been 
given an unfair treatment by fate, 
those to whom—as Russians express 
it—bread tastes especially bitter in 
emigration, and those who take an 
‘opportunist view on 
them, may think that 
heavel affecting everyone will simil- 
arly affect the Russian, emigration, 
But the man in the strect does not 
look so far into the future, and after 
Germany's recent volte-face, uncon- 
‘cern and emotional inertia seem to be 
rowing. 


Life Continues Smoothly 


So that life in the Russian colony 
continues on an even keel, ‘Those 
who have been granted leaves arc 
calmly packing, holiday-makers are 
returning from summer resorts, 
‘school children are preparing for the 
commencement of studies, shops are 
trading in the usual way and reaction 
to the crisis is perhaps shown only 
by, the large number of people in 
cates and restaurants, for at times 
Tike these one does" not feel like 
staying home, 


Feelings were radically different 
26 years ago, in August of 1014, 
when every emigre had his Russia 
that must at all costs be defended 
‘against _a menacing enemy, 


Tolstoy's Daughter 


Alexandra L. Tolstoy, the favourite 
daughter of the great Russian writ 
LN, Tolstoy, has recently founded a 
‘committee in’ America for the ald of 
Russian and Russian culture. The 
aims of this Committee are to pre= 
serve and develop in emigration the 
best traditions of Russian science, 
history, religion and art, to help 
Russians living outside ‘ot Soviet 
Russia, and to keep up relations with 
other emigre associations of the same 
character. ‘The committee is _com- 
Posed, among others, of Countess, S. 
V, Panina, well known for her activ- 
ity in the fleld of education and for 
Welng the Assistant of the Minister 
of Education in the Provisional Gov- 
‘ernment, Mr. 8, V, Rachmaninoff, the 
famous pianist, Mr, B.A. Bakhme- 
tiem, former Russlin Ambassador to 
the ‘United States, Mr. M. J. Rostov- 
tzeff, the eminent Russian’ sclentist 
and ‘academician, Count P.N, Igna- 
Well, former Minister of Edueation, 
Prof, Pitirim A. Sorokin, Prince S. A. 
Gagarin, and Countess ‘Tatiana Tols- 
toy. Mr, Herbert Hoover, former 
American President, has been elected 
the “Honorary Chairman. Countess 
Alexandra Tolstoy has shown | news- 
aper correspondents her father’s 
will, dated July 22, 1910, in which 
the ‘great writer sald that “oll my 
literary works T leave to my daugh- 
ter, Alexandra Lvovna Tolstoy." 
Notwithstanding this will, not one 
publishing office and not’ one film 
company has paid her a cent for 
thelr use of her father’s books. Cin 
‘ma companies alone have filmed 
‘Tolstoy's stories like Kare- 
‘Kreitzer 
and others. 
As regards book publishers, it would 
‘be easier to name the concerns that 
did not publish Tolstoy's works than 
those that did and continue to do so. 
From a strictly jurisdictional view- 
point these concerns are not forced to 
make payment, but Countess ‘Tolstoy 
hopes that this’ committee, into which, 
such eminent Russian emigres have 
entered, will be able to get some sort

At one time every Russian circus 
held championships of this sport, 
participated in by wrestlers. of n 
tional fame as well as local and run- 
of-the-mill wrestlers, ‘The whole 
town, youth and the merchant classes 
‘especially, took part in the prepara- 
tions for’ the Championships. ‘The 
latter made heavy bets on thelr 
vvourites. Wrestling, in Russia, in 
fact, was taken as seriously as box- 
ing is taken in Anglo-Saxon countries. 
Newspapers did not write reams 
‘about the sport, of course, but every- 
fone knew the best wrestlers and pro-

‘Sm—There has been a good deal of 
questing over the effects of the 
Huryo-Gorman non-aggression pact on 
the fulureof the Japanese “new 
order” in Enst Asia, ‘The general 
trend, in Chinese as well as foreign 
ceiteles, seams to be one of wistful 
epliclan.

‘even thorough job of a “sell-out” of 
the principles laid down at Geneva 
and Brussels. 

Tam not against peace with Japan, 
even at a very. great price, but not 
at any price. Like the bulk of the 
Chinese, Tam over rendy to shake 
the hands that have been watiowing. 
in the blood of my counteymen, if it 
does tot facilitate the continuance of 
that wallowing. This docs not mean 
that we Chinese ave by nature much 
more forgiving than others. Tt is be« 
eause we ave ever willing to call 
“enouyh”—in fact, we were even be- 
fore the fighting’ started; and be- 
enue We are not in the ‘position to 
oblain Fedress for the wrongs we 
have suffered.

‘should Germany interfere with the 
plebescite. We all detest the use of 
Hforee, but is ylelding to it the only 

'to show our detestation? 

‘The Polish Corridor is not worth 
‘a war, nor are Sudetenland, Austria, 
Gzechsslovakia, Albania, Abyssinif, 
fete. This is precisely the psychology 
thst Hitler has been exploiting, as 
outlined in “Mein Kampf,” and suc- 
‘cessfully thus far. 1s indeed any ques- 
lon, of a combination of questions, 
over the colonies, Alsace-Lorraine, oF 
even say Ireland or Wales, worth 
catastrophe of probably two or three 
times the magnitude of that of 25 
years ago? 

T, too, have a pet formula for the 
setflement of international | affairs, 
‘which is no more cock-eyed than the 
rest of them, ‘The one and only com- 
Pinint that the aggressors, in Europe 
fs well as in the East, can make with 
indisputable Justice against the peace- 
Joving countries is that the latter’ 
‘have monopolized the privilege of 
making “concessions” and never given 
the former a chance to show what 
they ean do in that respect. Poland, 
having herself played the role of 2) 
petty aggressor at the expense 
Czechs during the September crisis, 
is better able to understand the Hitler. 
psychology, and has, rather belatedly, 
Jet her press do some claiming against 
Enst Prussia, which, unfortunately, 
was not supported by her allies. 

My proposal is also a conference— 
‘of five powers, ten powers, the more 
the merrier. Only, the United States| 
must be got into that conference, by 
hook or “crook. America is not so 
hopelessly idealistic as some believe;| 
she is able to sacriflee some of her} 
idealism and prineipledness, though 
not as thoroughly as the European | 
democracies, to compromise with ex- 
pedieney, as has been shown over | 
the Manchurian crisis, A touch of!

‘The Far Eastern dispute may or 
may not be left for a later date; but 
no issue concerning Europe must be 
dodged at the conference, and every 
claim that is just must be made. 
‘The democracies must demand, for 
instance, freedom for Austria (by 
plebescite, if necessary), Czecho- 
slovakia, Abyssitia and’ Albania; 
humane’ treatment of minorities

compensation for robberies and cruel 
ties perpetrated on Jews; and Der 
Fuchrer and Il Duce can then be told 
to make thelr next move in this game 
of concessions. 

Isn't the situation here just a 
Europe in miniature? Wouldit the 
man from the moon, it he suddenly 
descended here, be "shocked by the 
perversity of tHe foreign authorities, 
their “provocations and violations,” (0 
judge by the volume of Japanese 
demands and protests? And, aren't 
the Japanese at home, for practical 
purposes, little better informed than 
the man ‘in the moon, as far as events 
in China are concerned?

If the Have-nations| 
had been wise, they should have 
readily sacrificed themselves and 
given to their more unfortunate bro- 
thers fairer and more generous treat-

Refugee Funds: 
How Handled in Europe 


To the Editor of the 
“Nonrn-Ciaxa Dany News” 

‘Sin—In one of your last week's 
editions you published a talk before 
the members of the Shanghai Rotary 
Club given by Mr. Ellis Hayim on 
August 24 at the Cathay Hotel, 

This speech is of great interest 
without any doubt for nearly” all 
your readers, and perhaps its ab- 
bbreviated content had to be brought 
in the mind of the whole world, 
‘except Middle-Burope naturally. 

But one fact must be mentioned, 
and this is the explanation about 
functions of the offices of the Dis- 
bursement and Housing Committee. 
In one point only there was a mis- 
take, not made by Mr, Hayim but 
by the information he got by this 
‘Committee, as follows: ‘Trusteeship 
for remittance from Europe; he said: 
‘Most of the emigrants who had been 
held in German Coneentration Camps, 
obtain from a Jewish charitable 
‘organization in Paris styled “Hycem" 
US$ 50 to 100 in form of cheques. 
‘These are handled and administrated 
by the Secretariat free of | charge, 
So far about US$ 140,000 in small 
‘cheques were handled here. 

‘To this false information I dare 
say that not “most of the emi- 
grants" coming from German Con- 
‘centration Camps got these amounts 
usually called Hycem-cheques, but 
only such men from the former Alt- 
relsh and especially the Jews from 
Berlin got and get further these pay- 
ments, But we citizens of the for- 
mer Austria got till now not one 
farthing. T possess letters from the 
Committee, Dr. Marx and by Mr. 
Barbash the “Shanghai represen- 
tative of the Paris “Hycem", com- 
Orming that no Austrian Jews got 
such US§-cheques and both are very 
sorry about it, 

T wrote personally several times 
to the Paris “Hycem” directly, seme- 
times by registered mail, but till now 
T did rot get any ansvur-and it is 8 
very inleresting fact tat tere ts 
made a large "difference between 
German and Austrian Jews being, 
both poor ‘refugee people who are 
all obliged to leave their home. in 
order to travel to farthest countries, 
‘as for instance Shanghai,

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Princess St. Olga: 
Russia and Christianity 


To the Baitor of the . 
“Nontu-Ciixa Dany News" 

Sir—In the Russian Chronicle of 
Holy’ Nestor, the monk-historion of 
Kiev who wrote in the 12th century, 
there is an engaging account how 
Olga, widow of Prince Igor and Re- 
gent of the Principality of Kiev dur- 
ing the minority of her son Sviatos- 
av, some time inthe year 948 went 
to ' Tsargorod (Constantinople) in 
quest of first-hand knowledge of the 
religion of the Greeks, of which she 
had’ heard so much to its eredit. in 
hher own native country, 

Constantine VII, Porphyrogenitus, 
‘the painter and annalist, was then on 
the Byzantine throne, and when Olga, 
came to him he perceived “that she 
as of beautiful visoge and prudent 
mind” and he said to her: “Thou 
fare worthy to reign with us in this 
city.” But a marital alliance even 
with a Byzantine Caesar was not 
what Olga sought. ‘Perhaps, too, 
through all the pomp and mugnifl- 
cence of the metropolis of the East 
Roman Empire, that shrewd woman 
could already discern elements fast at 
work at the Empire's decay. And her 
thoughts dwelt only on her peopl 
her faith in them’ was firm, albelt 
they were ag yet rude and unelviliz- 
ed. And she replied: “I om a 
heathen, if you wish me to be bap- 
tized, baptize me yourself.” Where 
upon the Emperor gave orders for 
the hastening of the royal christen- 
Ing and when all was ready he him- 

Mf stood beside the large baptistery, 
‘and Olga begged him to be god-father. 
Gladly he consented and hardly was 
the ‘ceremony over and after the 
Patriarch Polyouetus had blessed her, 

he “renewed his proposal. She 
“answered: “How canst thou wish to 
take me, your god-daughter, as your 
‘wife ? for with the Christians this is 
unlawful, and thou-thyselt, knowe: 

Ht” And the Emperor, smiling, sald : 
‘“Pnow hast deceived me, Olga." And 

naming her “daughter,” he let her de- 
part, not before giving her presents 
6f gold and sliver and sik. 

In spite of this delightful, colourful 
narrative, the authenticity of the 
event has been disputed, It has been 
pointed out that Emperor Constantine 
‘VIL, neither in his references to 
Olgi’s visit to the Court of Byzantium 
nor In his numerous other writings, 
make any mention of her baptism 
Constantinople. In justice to the his- 
forleal integrity of old Nestor, how- 
ever, It should be borne in mind that 
we "do not possess the original 



































‘good mon! 
extant copies 
that the» carligst 
copy belongs to the latter part of the 
Vath contury, that is to say, many 
years after Christianity had ‘become 
Greek Orthodox in form; and that 
doubtless owing to the latter develop- 
ment the copies in existence bear 
marks of revision more in harmony 
with Byzantine predilections than 
historical facts, 

Happily, we have evidence from re~ 
table Western sourees that Olga did 
embrace Christianity, and in view of 
the continuous contacts between Kiev 
‘and Constantinople consequent chiefly 
lupon Inereasing trading activity be- 
tween the two capitals at the time, 
itis, to my mind, more than probable 
that she received it from some Greek 
prelate. At the outset, it should be 
Femembered, Olga’s interest was not 
‘centred on ‘Christianity. but limited 
to the. religion—the moral code—of 
the Greeks, and her curiosity and 
subsequent personal serutiny of that 
religion were certainly prompted by 
political and economie considerations. 

In the light of the facts mentioned 
‘above, it will be scen that the answer 
to “E. Es" enquiry, made in your 
issue of th inst, is that the form of 
Christianity in Which Princess Olga 
was Initiated was in. all probability 
Greok,-namely, Christianity using the 
Greek rites. ‘But such an answer by 
itself would be worthless were it not 
amplified by the statement that the 
Greok Christianity was nonetheless a 
Christianity that was once more, after 
the Inglorious end of the schism ine 
voked by Photius some seventy years 
‘before, at peace and in commisnion 
with Rome; and that it differed from 
Latin Christianity, as it had for cen- 
tries, only in rite and not in doc- 
trine, That Olga was early well 
aware of the latter fact ean be 
judged clearly from her conduct in 
the event recorded both in the Annals 
fof Mildesheim (960) and the Annals 
fof Corvey (059), and it is all the 
‘more remarkable’ if our assumption 
that she derived her Christianity 
from the Greek side is correct, 

From the sald Annals we learn that 
‘Olga, soon afler her acceptance of 
the Christian faith, applied to Em- 
peror Otto to send’ “to the country 
Of Kicw" missionaries of the Latin 
rite. ‘The Emperor, 2 man of piety 
and full of zeal for the evangeliza- 
tion of the “heathen, ‘referred. the 
matter to William, “Archbishop of 
Mayence, who chose Adalbert; son of 
Count Aosellan of Remiche, of the 

















monastery of St. Maximus at Treves. 
‘Adalbert ‘was conscerated in 962 and 
with ‘his auxiliaries set out for the 
pagan fleld. This mission was a fal- 
Ture.’ Several of his companions were 
mariyred and Adalbert himself was 
nally obliged to return to Germany. 

Russian Orthodox writers very na 
turally and properly hold a high Te 
gard for Princess St, Olga. It is true 
that Before she was blessed with the 
grace of Christian light, she was 3 
cruel, relentless and vindletive ruler, 
fas witness her manner of avenging 
the death of her husband. Prince 
Igor, who perished in a war of op- 
pression he undertook against the 
Drevilans. Religion, however, as in 
the case of her grand-son, Prince St. 
‘Viadimir, wrought a." marvellous 
change for the better, and both her 
‘and his name today shine out among 
the brightest in the Calendar of Rus- 
‘san Saints. 

But Princess Olga's acceptance of 
‘Latin missionaries for her country, 
because of its Implication, has been 
glossed over by some Russian 
Orthodox writers in a rather singular 
manner. I shall. only cite two com- 
paratively recent instances. 

Mr, A. Kumanovski-Lobal, in an in- 
teresting article in the loca) Ruslan 
daily "Slovo," Issue of 28/7/38, 2 
Tubilee number commemorating the 
50th anniversary of the ofMcial in- 
troduction of Christianity into Russia 
by Prince St. Viadimir, makes reter- 
ence to. the episode ‘related above 
seeming only to recall with satisfac~ 
tion the failure ‘of that missionary 
effort, in the following words 
but ‘within’ a year the  heathe 
Kleviians had compelled him (Adal- 
ber) to run back to his country. 
However, in his explanation “of

‘This statement indeed accurately 
deseribes my ground for the claim 
that Princess St Olga was on that 
account as much a member of the 
Universal Catholié Chureh as any

pened to be a Christian of the Latin 
Fite. * 

T would next approach Mr. G. G. 
‘Telberg, to whose article “The Dawn 
of Christianity in Russia” your 

sgular, contributor "Stroy" "has 
ferred your correspondent “T. E’ 
{or light on the subject of early days 
of Christianity in Russian history. 
Mr, Tolberg is a Professor of His- 
tory, a man of wide learning, and 
thas,’ understand, access to a 
number of books.” All this, at least, 
fs clearly Indicated in nearly every 
Hine of his article. A paragraph of 
the latter appears to me for these 
reasons all the more inexplicable. I 
‘hall frat quote It and the venture 
{o point out its apparent weaknesses. 

Mr, ‘Tolberg. begins by vividly 
recalling Nestor's account of the 
coming. to Prince Viadimir of em- 
bassies of various religions some time 
in the year 987, After having dis~ 
posed of the Mussulman, the Prince 
turns “to the representatives | of 

festern Christianity’ and asks: 
‘What does your law command! 
‘Taking a cue from the fate of the 
Mahometan envoy, who had failed 
because of his insistence on abstin- 
ence from drinking—without which, 
the gay Viedimir had dryly retorted, 
the Russian cannot live—, the Latir 
emissary replies: “We fast to the 
best of our power; and when any 
‘one eats or drinks, he does it in 
honour of God." But this adroit 
answer avails him nothing. Vladimir 
simply says: “Return to your home; 

thers did not actept your 
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Your fathers” Viadimir signifled 
a reference to his  grand-mother, 
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thy grand-mother, Olga, wisest of 
‘mortals, would not have accepted st” 
Tn a heathen country, where the 
study of Christianity was naturally 
ignored, appreciation of the fact that 
the Greek and the Latin forms of 
Christianity were then, despite 
variance in rites, besieally identical, 
‘because alike in’ doctrine, may well 
be without the reach of discernment 
of its princes as well as of the peopte. 
But what can one say in extenuation 
‘of Professor Telberg’s bare assertion 
that Princess Olga did not accept the 
Catholic Christianity, an assertion, to 
my mind, more gravely at fault than 
that of the boyars because so mis- 
Teading and because made in the light 
‘of the Olga-Otto episode which Mr. 
‘Telberg apparently considers as only 
deserving of a cursory allusion. | 

Before concluding, I should like to 
remark that I have written this letter 
not for the purpose of raising any 
controversy but solely to elucidate a 
point of deep importance in the his 
tory of religious ‘beginnings in Rus- 
sis, The task takes one back Ro 
events buried in the distant past, and 
4s not rendered lighter by the searclty 
of existing rellable data on that far~ 
off era. It relates, however, toa

Refugees: 
Not British “Stick-Boys” 


To the Editor of the 
“Nonru-Cumta Dany News” 

Sm—In your always interesting 
“etters to the Editor’—my first lec- 
ture every morning-—has taken place 
a bad habit which I regret deeply. 
‘There is a curious pleasure to regard 
the refugees as a sort of stick-boys 
for any British bad temper. If an 
‘old English lady, troubled with the 
miseries of letting rooms, is discon- 
tent of her guests, then begins a 
great and useless discussion on the 
manners of refugees, really the same 
g00d manners as of educated British 
People too. And ‘in your paper of 
this moring, an’ Englishman’ calls us 
“ungrateful,” because ‘some of us are 
not able to esteem Mr. Chamberlain 
the greatest statesman of our days. 
It is a bad chance to be a refugee 
‘and perhaps this chance ia China is 
still ‘worse than in other countries. 
We bear this destiny with a coura 
and with a self-respect, worth of hel 
ind admiration, but," not of angry 
critics. "I will ‘not inquire here’ it 
the British help for us answers always 
to the grandeur of this so. potent 
people. “Like the most of the refugees 
T am a warm friend of the English 
culture and eivilization, which by long. 
‘and devoted studies 1’ know perhaps 
still better than your English cor- 
respondent. 

But I must protest against the 
insinuation that” because of being 
Fefugees we have no right longer to 
regard the world events with a eri- 
tical eye. The sharpest critle of the 
politics of Mr, Chamberlain your 
Correspondent has not to seek at the 
Fefugees, he may find it in the book 
“Europe On the Eve" by the Ameri- 
can Wilson Professor Schumann, in 
the books of Miss Tabourin ‘and 
others more.

The petition 
argues that although the Chinese 
official influence is absent from 
‘Shanghai Chinese manufacturers 
hhere have done their best to accele- 
rate production to meet the demand 
for native goods during the hostilities 
‘nd that they are in no way involved 
in the foreign exchange speculation 
which has caused the Government to 
imit cash withdrawal from banks, 

‘Commenting on the recent Gov- 
ernment action, the petition states 
that although it is good to enforce 
the new cash withdrawal regula~ 
tlons ‘which discourages the buying 
of foreign exchange with large sums 
‘of money in legal tender notes, the 
fact cannot be denied that “dullness” 
has prevailed in the market causing 
manufacturers and merchants to 
suffer a great deal.

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Germany Currency 
Dangers Exposed 


In view of the present situation the 
following editorial remarks on Ger- 
many's currency culled from “The 
Finanelal News" of August 15, is 
worthy of a close study. 

‘Much is heard, in these days, of 

‘parallels between present 
conditions and those of August, 1914. 
Tt may be profitable, however, to 
dwell rather on the many points of 
Sifference between the two periods. 
‘And one of the most vital of these is, 
the contrast between the monetary 
situation of, Germany , twenty-Ave 
years ago and today. In e 
mark was safe and stable, both from 
fn internal and an international point 
of view. For more than forty years 
trom the crash of 1873—it had been 
Sonsldered above all suspicion. ‘The 
Relchsbank -had a formidable gold 
reserve, well in excess of legal mini- 
mum requirements. There were 
secondary reserves also, in the form 
‘of a large volume of gold coins in 
‘circulation, and substantial holdings 
of marketable foreign securities. 
Internal economle and nancial con 
ditions were sound and stable, and 
the Budget of the Second Reich was 
balanced. 

Tt was only after four years of war 
inflation, the collapse of the regime, 
the ehags of civil war and the pres- 
sure of reparations payments, that 
the German public lost its confidence 
In the mark. "Fundamental confidence 
in the stability of the currency, in- 
deed, was an invaluable asset” for 
Germany when the task of Onancing 
gigantic war expenditure had to 
be ‘undertaken. In August, 1939, the 
state of affairs is very different. 

‘Artifclat Stability 

It fs true that the relchsmark has 
nominally been stable for ftteen 
years, but for the last elght years of 
them’ its stability has been purely 
artificial and fictitious. The Reichs 
bank's gold reserve is negligible, and 
there are no secondary reserves ,to 
fall baek upon. 

How long will the German Gov- 
ernment be able to resist the inevit- 
fable consequences of its enormous 
public spending, accompanied by 
Bigantic budgetary deficits, during 
the last six years? For Jong, it may 
hhave been possible to conceal this 
effectively inflationary policy through 
the smooth working of an ingenious 
aystem under which money spent has 
found its way back to the authorl- 
tes. 














Note Issue Increase 

During the last twelve months, 
however, it has been: found impossi- 
ble to avold an increase in the note 
Issue by some 45 per cent. Only a 
small part of this growth ean be 
accounted for by the increase of the 
population, especially since the Pro- 
{ectorate of Bohemia and Moravia 
has retained the old Czech currency. 
By far the larger part of the increa: 
hhas been due to. the Government's 
inability to raise the funds required 
for arms expenditure, either, by 
taxation or by normal borrowing. "The 
‘greater part of the 2,500,000,000 reichs~ 
marks issued during the last twelve 
months represents crude inflationary 
financing of the deficit. The effects 

















of an orgy of inflation are at last 
becoming apparent. Admittedly, the 
highly disciplined ‘state of the Ger- 
‘man ‘economy has miade it possible 
to disguise fundamental trends tor 
sometime. ‘That such repressive 
efforts could be continued, however, 
for any length of time in the case of 
a war Is simply’ inconceivable. It is. 
ho exaggeration to say that German 
‘currency would enjoy less confidence 
fon the first day of hostilities than it 
enjoyed in November, 1018, after four 
and a-half years of war. 


Publle Distrust 
The German monetary authorities 
would be handicapped from the out~ 
set by public distrust, engendered by 
years of inflation and by knowledge 
‘of the relchsmark’s technical weak- 
ness. ‘The German people as a whole 
fare still acutely conscious (and with 
Good reason) of the dire monetary 
consequences of the list war and,Jis 
afiermath, Anew emergency would 
create a widespread movement to 
buy goods, among those who feared 
the loss of thelr savings through a 
depreciation of the currency. Even 
now, the death penalty 1s unable to 
stop’ currency smuggling altogether, 
‘though frontier supervision is rela 
tively easy; but all the resources of 
the Gestapo would be powerless, in 
war-time, to supervise all internal 
purchases and prevent the develop- 
ment of a widespread rise in prices. 
Even in the absence of a war, how- 
ever, if” is becoming increasingly 
doubtful whether the German Go 
ernment will be able indefinitely to 
maintain its present rate of expendi 
ture. In view of the growing dif. 
culty’ of raising additional funds by 
taxation or by. normal borrowing, a 
further steep rise in the Relchsbank 
‘may well be inevitable. In 
‘hard 40 see how ni 
tlonal diseipline can in itself prevent 
a rise in the cost of living, with its 
concomitant of a demand for higher 
wages. Refusal to grant increased 
wages, indeed, might ‘well, i¢ It were 
persisted in, undermine the founda- 
tions of national discipline itself,

26, 

‘After Mrs, Dunn had received the 
wardrobes at her home, shew 
diseatistied with them, saying thai 
they were too Inrge and dwarfed her 
Fooms, She asked the plaintift to 
fake back the wardrobes, Dut this Mr, 
Dreyfus refused to do,” saying. that 
the customer who “had originally 
desired to purchase them ‘had loft 
town.

Altempt to Strangle Houseboy 


‘Shanghai, Aug. 30. 

Had it not been for the alertness 
Jof some British soldiers stationed near 
JJessfleld Park two pistols would have 
been stolen by four Chinese (who 
wished to join “guerillas” in the 
‘western district) from a Briton living 
in the French Concession and the 
house boy in his employ would have 
eon strangled to death, This was 
revealed yesterday inthe First 
Special District Court when four men 
were sentenced to prison terms 
charged with attempted murder in 
connection with the strangulation of 
Chen Hou-hsing, the house boy which 
jerime was committed on August 16. 

‘Two of the sentenced men told the 
court frankly that their 
asked them to join the “guerillas” 
in west Shanghai and that knowing 
that their victim could furnish wea- 
pons which he could steal from his 
British employer living at 622 Avenuo 
Joffe they first stole the two pistols 
in connivance with the vietim and 
then tried to murder the latter by 
strangulation in order to. destroy 
evidence, ‘They asked for leniency 

cause their vietim had not died 
anyway. ‘The other two accused 
Jdenied that they had any. intention 
lof killing Chen but admitted that they 
hhad been called to the park to “beat” 
the victim, 

The first two accused, Chen Kuo- 
Jkwang and Chou Hsieh-tseng, were 
Jeach sentenced to seven years’ im- 
prisonment while the other two drew 
fone year and six months each. A 
ong ‘rope with which they tried to 
strangle their vietim was confiscated 
by the court. ‘The sentenced men 
were handed over to the French 
police so that they might be tried in 
connection with the theft of guns 
jand also more than 100 rounds of 
Jammunition, 

It will be recalled that the crime 
was committed early in the evening 
near the 200 of Jessfield Park when 
the four sentenced men tried to get 
id of the houseboy after having made 
‘use of him in stealing the weapons. 
The boy was lured to the plas by 
the accused, two of whom is 
jtood friends, to “lake a walle” but 
‘upon reaching the place they began 
to beat him and strangle him with 
Ja rope. He screamed at the top of 
hhis voice whereupon several Britich 
soldiers climbed a wall and came to 
his rescue. Two of the men were 
jcaught on the spot.

Allies Will Abide 
By War Rules

American Surviver Tells Story 


Glasgow, Sept. 5. 

‘Tho explosion on board the Athenia 
‘occurred at 7.30 p.m. on Sunday. The 
noise was not deafening but loud 
enough to be disturbing. “I was sit- 
ting on the tourist deck at the back 

says on American 
survivor of the torpedoed liner on 
arriving here today. “I distinctly 
felt the explosion as it came up 
through the hatch back of the funnel 
‘The lights of the ship went out im- 
mediately. Although it was not dark 
fon the deck at the time, it was dark 
below. “As my wife, Mildred, and 1 
mode a dash to our ‘stateroom to get 
life proservers 1 saw two crew mem- 
bers dead on deck. ‘They had been 
blown through the hatch by the ex- 
plosion. 

“We went to the boat stations, My 
wife got in the first boat, but I was 
the last passenger to,leave in the last 
passenger boat, Tho captain and 
‘some officers were still on the bridge 
‘as I left, and my impression was that 
they were picked up by a motor life 
boat. 





“It took about an hour to evacuate 
the ship entirely. ‘The ship listed 
badly at first, then stayed in that 
position until’ she sank. 


Puff of Smoke Seen 


“I noticed a puff of smoke about 
half-a-mile away. I should judge it 
left a ship immediately after the 
explosion. A great many — other 
passengers also definitely identified it 
as a pull of smoke. ‘There was no 
hole on the starboard side of the 
Athenia but there was one on the 
portside, 

“As we were leaving the ship, a 
message was megaphoned from the 
bridge that a rescue boat would come 
alongside in about 30 minutes. It 
was at least three hours before frst 
one and then another ship appeared 
on the scene. I understand these 
were the Knute Nelson and — the 
Southern Cross. in my life-boat, 
which was heavily loaded we were 
unable to set off flares until late at 
night. 

“The sea was comparatively calm, 
but it roughened towards morning. 
‘My life-boat shipped no water except 
‘anormal amount which could be 
bailed out, 

“We were at no time very close 
to the Knute Nelson or the Souther 
Cross, but we were near the general 
area ‘where they were picking up 
passengers. 

“As it began to get light on Mon- 
day morning we saw three British 
destroyers approach. 

“My particular life-boat was . the 
last one to be picked up at about 
‘Tam. The destroyers which rescued 
us picked up about 180 passengers 
altogether. : 

“The sailors did everything they 











could for us. They put. us to bed 


in their hammocks, supplied ux with 
food, tea and elgarettes."—United 
Press.

A SURPRISE 


By SMrmsontax 


‘the denunciation of the 1911 treaty of 
commerce and amity with Japan completely 
Surprised everybody. Not only had foreign 
‘capitals no previous inkling of what was to 
occur, but the American public, Congress, 
and even the State Department itself, had no 
‘advance warning. The President acted 
quickly, impulsively, and even impetuously 
in the matter, and showed that the surprise 
stroke was not the prerogative of the dictator 
powers alone, He had acted in a similar way 
one before, when, without advance warning, 
he had sent a peace plea to both Herr Hitler 
and signor Mussolini suggesting that they 
should. pledge themselves not to attempt to 
settle their grievances by force for at least 
ten years, but should submit them to Wash- 
ington for friendly and peaceful discussion. 

‘The motive behind each move was the 
same, It was what the President himself 
called, “a’shot for peace.” He had com- 
plained when the Senate refused to modify 
the Neutrality Act along the lines he re- 
requested that they had deprived him of 
ammunition, His denunciation of the 1911 
treaty showed that there was still some left 
in the pouch, It reminded, not only Japan, 
but the other dictator powers, that there was 
4 vast field in which the President could 
‘exercise functions derived directly from the 
Constitution, whatever the attitude of Con- 
gress might be. It made them realize that 
he might very well have other shots in re~ 
serve, and’ so created a feeling of suspense 
‘about future Amefican action which the 
President undoubtedly felt, would have a 
deterrent effect and make them think twice 
before taking any action which might lead 
to war, 








‘the reaction in London was a mixture of 
pleasure that the step should have been 
laken and frritation that the British Govern- 
ment had not been told about it in advance. 
For many weeks, the British Government 
had been attempting to deal with the difficult 
situation in ‘Tlentsin without any assistance 
from the United States. ‘The prevailing at- 
titude at the State Department seemed to 
be one of thankfulness that British citizens 
‘and British interests were being attacked by 
{he Japanese and that American citizens and 
‘American Interests were being loft aloné 
‘The suggestion that since both British an 
‘American chestnuts were in the same fire, 
‘and since by Keeping the fre away from 
British chestnuts, American shestnuts would 
also be saved from burning, co-operative 
action might be taken was evaded. 

Only a day or two before the Japanese 
twenty was denounced, an approach by the 
British Government that the United States 
should associate itself in a protest to Tokyo 
was flatly tured down, “As a consequence 
the British Government agreed to a formula 
of negotiations which might be interpreted 
tas acknowledging Japan's special interests in 
the Far East and as giving her the privilege 
of a belligerent without any of its incon- 
Yeniences. ‘The tactical position of the 
British negotiators in Tokyo had been made 
more aiMeult by the feeling which was pre- 
valent in Japanese elreles that the wave of 
isolationist sentiment in the United States 
would prevent the United States from taking 
‘amy strong. stand: 














What the Japanese officials both civil and 
military probably did not realize fully was, 
first, the extent to which the defeat of the 
Neutrality proposals of the President was 
based upon purely domestic considerations, 
‘and, secondly, the vast difference which ex- 
isted in the minds of all Congressmen be- 
twoen taking action for the defence of 
American rights and interests in the Far 

it and taking action to preserve the gener- 
4 moral principle of international law in 
Europe. European entanglements were one 
thing, “American rights in China quite an- 
other. 

Senator Pittman had introduced earlier in 
the session a resolution providing for a com- 
plete embargo on Japanese exports of arms 
‘and materials of war. ‘The feeling that the 
United States had become an unwitting ally 
of Japan had long been a subject of news- 
baper discussion and had evoked vigorous 
brotests from many quarters, Without 
American cotton, American oil, American 
serap iron, Ameriean copper and automobiles, 
Japan would be unable to carry out her war 
for very long. Sixty-five per cent. of the 
oil imported into Japan came from the United 
States, Ninety per cent. of the copper, and 
practically ail of the cotton. These three 
% commodities could not be obtained in com- 

‘mereial quantities in Japan or Japanese con- 
tolled territory. Canada and British Malay 
also supplied Japan with large quantities of 
nickel and rubber, and the British Empire 
would undoubtedly follow the lead of the 
United States if these vital products were 
embargoed. 








Senator Pittman's resolution was not 
popular with the career diplomats at the 
State Department, nor at first did Mr. Hull 
look upon it with any great favour. The 
Secretary of State clung to his belief that. 
the hardest heart, even the Japanese, might 





in the end be softened by increased trade 
with the consequent growth of economic 
prosperity. He objected to turning back the 
clock, even in the interests of a political ob- 
Jective to which he was as sincerely devoted 
‘as respect for treaties and the rule of interna- 
tional law. ‘There were others at the State 
Department who backed up the Secretary for 
different reasons. They believed in letting 
‘well enough alone and had no desire to meet 
trouble half way. When, therefore, the De- 
partment was asked if it felt that’ the 1911 
treaty with its unconditional most favoured 
nation obligation, stood in the way of the 
Pittman-embargo resolution, a non-commital 
answer was returned. Since Congress ob- 
viously could not consider the matter until 
January, the Secretary said, any opinion of 
his own would be premature and would be 
better deferred till then. : 


At this point, Senator Vandenberg intro- 
duced another’ resolution touching upon 
Japanese trade. He proposed that a resolu- 
tion should be passed stating that it was “the 
sense of the Senate” that the 1911 treaty 
should be repealed and that the Nine Power 
Conference, Which had been held in Brussels 
in November 1937, should be reconvened. 
His plan, he declared, was the only legal and 
logical method of approaching the problem. 
Tt avoided the Pittman pitfalls of running 
foul of the 1911 treaty and, should any step 
be decided upon, it made sure that the 
United States would not be acting alone and 
setting itself in the forefront of Japan's 
enemies, Senator Vandenberg had in the 
past been regarded’ as one of the country's 
leading isolationists. He was a member of 
the Munitions Committee and a joint author 
of the early Neutrality Act. The growth of 
aggression in Europe, however, has corroded 
his iron-like resistance to excursions in the 
foreign field. He comes from Michigan, a 
State which’ contains an unusual number 
of recent European immigrants, among whom 
Czechs and Poles predominate. Since the 
absorption of Czechoslovakia by Germany 
and the threat to Danzig and the Polish Cor- 
ridor, these voters have been able to show 
him excellent reasons for modifying his 
stand. His proposal for repealing the 1911 
treaty was in line with his new attitude to- 
wards America’s role in foreign affairs. 

‘The President was thus confronted with 
the following facts. First, he had been de- 
feated on his Neutrality proposals, and that 
defeat was being interpreted as a triumph 
for the isolationists, and a victory for the 
three axis powers. Secondly, the Senate was 
now attempting to encroach’ on Administra- 
tion funetions by giving advice concerning 
the denunciation of a treaty. ‘The Senate 
have to ratify treaties, but have no Con- 
stitutional powers in connection with their 
‘abrogation. Thirdly, there were complaints 
in England that the British had been left to 
bear the brunt of Japanese pressure harmful 
to interests which were equally important to 
both countries, and that the United States 
was following its usual policy of giving 
ringside advice. Fourthly, sentiment in the 
country was strongly opposed to the Japanese 
and would support any reasonable gesture 
‘which would aid the Chinese in repelling 
their aggressor. 

‘There was one obvious deduction to be 
made from these various elements. By de- 
nouneing the 1911 treaty, the President would 
aid the British, satisfy sentiment in the 
United States, check the encroachment by the 
Legislature on his Executive authority, and 
show that the defeat of the Neutrality Bill 
was not so serious a matter as had been 
made out. 

January 26 may become a memorable date 
in the history of Japanese-American rela 
tions. On that date the treaty of amity and 
‘commerce no longer exists. Japan will have 
no legal right to enjoy the various reductions 
made under the reciprocal tariff agreements 
unless a new treaty is signed or a modus 
vivendi agreed upon. As with Germany, the 
general tariff rates ‘would be applied to all 
Japanese goods entering the United States. 
But this would only be the beginning. There 
would now be no legal obstacle to treating 
Japan. financially and commercially in a 
less favourable manner than other nations. 
Congress could pass a law imposing an om- 
bargo on arms and raw materials going to 
Japan. The Treasury could refuse to pur- 
chase Japanese gold and silver bullion and 
thus deprive her of dollar exchange with 
which to make purchases in the United 
States. Japanese commercial representatives 
could be refused commercial visas and would 
thus not be able to remain in the ountry as 
long as they liked, but would have to be 
continually securing fresh temporary 

‘None of these penalties would necessarily 
come into effect. Whether they do or not 
depends obviously upon Japan's behaviour 
during the six months which will elapse be- 
tween the denuneiation of the treaty and its 
termination. The United States has fired a 
warning shot across the bows. ‘The next shot 
may be aimed at the very machinery of 
‘apan's eeonomie existence.
